MORE parts of the borough are to 
get 20mph speed limits in a bid to 
improve road safety for children. 

From April, the low speed zones are 
being introduced at Thamesmead 
near Woolwich Polytechnic school, the 
Hornfair area north of Shooters Hill 
near Charlton Manor primary, plus at 
Blackheath Bluecoat secondary and 
Cherry Orchard primary. 

The borough currently has 25 zones 
with a 20mph limit. The long-term goal 
is to restrict traffic to 20mph on ALL 
residential roads. 

A survey of existing 20mph zones was 
carried out last year across London’s 
local authorities. It found that the 
Greenwich had achieved a 56 per 
cent drop in casualties, with 68 per 
cent fewer people killed or seriously 
injured. 

Over the next two to four years 
there will be a phased introduction 
of a borough-wide scheme for all 
residential roads that are not part of 
the principal road network. There will 
also be continued use of traffic calming 
measures such as speed humps but 
only where there are higher speeds 
and levels of accidents involving 
pedestrians and cyclists. In other areas 
road signs will be used. 

Funding was made available from 
the road safety programme funded by 
Transport for London. 

The 20mph zones will use a 
combination of traffic calming 
measures in areas where road traffic 
hazards are a result of high traffic 
speeds or numbers of accidents.

I AM distressed and 
disgusted that I 
must inform you 
about being locked 
in Plumstead 
Gardens with my 
60-year-old dad 
this afternoon 
(February 13). We 
entered the garden at 
approximately 4pm, 
through the gate at 
Church Manor Way, observing 
no signs at all stating the times 
that the park closes. After 
walking around for a short time 
we made our way back to the 
gate to find it locked. We then 
proceeded to the other gate to 
find this also locked. We are 
not in possession of mobile 


phones so we cannot call 
for assistance. We 
were given no warning 
of the closure and 
were not the only 
visitors in the park, 
so we had to climb 
over the large gates 
in order to get out, 
putting myself and 
my 60-year-old dad in 
unnecessary danger. 

I urge you to ensure that signs 
are put up on display at both 
gates stating what your opening 
and closing times are, as this 
information is not available to 
any visitors and it is not found 
on your website either. Plus 
I would ask that your staff, 
that are entrusted to lock up 


the gates, alert people to the 
closure each afternoon to avoid 
a similar situation occurring 
again.

A borough-wide analysis into 
the number, types and severity of 
accidents is regularly updated and 
reviewed, taking into account factors 
such as the number of schools in an 
area.

THERE’S a chance to look round the 
Crossrail station box at Woolwich 
Arsenal tomorrow (Wednesday, 
February 27). 

The open day is being organised by 
developers Berkeley Homes, which 
plans to build 585 new homes on the 
station box later this year. Around a 
third will be affordable homes. There 
will also be retail and commercial 
space, giving a valuable boost to the 
town’s regeneration. 

The station box is 256 metres long, 
26 metres wide and 18 metres deep - 
equivalent to the size of 32 Olympic 
swimming pools. It provides the 
infrastructure for a Crossrail station to 
be built. 

Tours of the station box will take place 
every 15 to 30 minutes between 3pm and 
5pm. To register for a place on a tour go 
to woolwichstationbox@berkeleygroup.

A fun run will also take place inside 
the box to raise money for the Demelza 
children’s hospice. 

A deal was agreed in 2011 between the 
royal borough, Berkeley Homes, the 
Department for Transport, Transport 
for London and Crossrail for Berkeleys 
to deliver the station box for the planned 
Crossrail station located within the 
Royal Arsenal Riverside residential 
development. 

The brownfield regeneration site is one 
of London’s largest. The transformation 
of the old Royal Arsenal site is a £lbillion 
project, which will take up to 30 years to 
complete. Eventually, the development 
will provide 5,000 new homes together 
with approximately 60,000 sq metres of 
commercial and leisure uses.

Banksy original found 
in £1 3k art fraud bust 



AN original artwork by 
Banksy was recovered from 
a property in Charlton after a 
fraud investigation. 

Police were tipped off by 
an art dealer who sold two 
pieces by the graffiti artist for 
£12,990 in January. 

The artworks - an original 
called 'Wrong War' and a 
signed print of 'No Ball Games' 
- were delivered to a property 
in Plumstead, but two weeks 
later the dealer received bank 
letters stating that the cards 
used were unauthorised and 
that the payments were being 
cancelled and refunded to the 
cardholder. 

The Essex dealer reported 
the fraud to the police. 

Meanwhile, the suspect 
again contacted the gallery, 
this time to buy two more 
Banksy prints worth £1 0,000. 

Police were informed and 
arrested a 25-year-old man at 
an address in Plumstead. 


The suspect was bailed 
pending further enquiries. 

Officers searched an address 
in Charlton, believed to be 
linked to the suspect, where 
they recovered 'Wrong War'. 

The print of 'No Ball Games' 
was recovered after a member 
of the public purchased it 
from the suspect. 

He became suspicious of the 
transaction and returned it to 
the Essex art gallery. 

Detective sergeant Geoff 
Grogan from Greenwich 
CID said: "We believe that 
there may be more than one 
person involved. We are also 
in the process of contacting 
the cardholders who were 
unaware that their cards were 
being used. Our investigation 
is still open and will continue". 

One of the cards used is 
registered to a cardholder 
in Arizona. Police are in the 
process of trying to identify 
the second cardholder.

We had to ensure 
our hospital policies and environment are 
promoting breastfeeding and that our staff 
training material includes how best to promote 
mum's confidence, good communication, 
being supportive and non-judgmental. 

"The health benefits of breastfeeding are 
simply enormous and we are committed 
to being beside every mum from the very 
beginning to help her become confident and 
comfortable breastfeeding for as long as she 
wants to." 


Weather woes 
don't dampen 
Age Ex launch 

LOCALS have given a big "thumbs up" to 
Age Exchange's newly re-opened Number 
Eleven following the £870,000 makeover 
despite some of the worst winter weather 
in January and February. 

An average of 370 visits daily are being 
made to the Blackheath Village centre 
since it opened at the turn of the year.

A night under tiles 


Homeless charity appeals for volunteer hosts

HOSPITABLE householders are 
needed to give young people a safe 
haven for the night in a drive to 
tackle homelessness. 

One of the agencies that is trying to 
combat the problem is Depaul UK and it’s 
launched an appeal for royal borough 
residents who can open their homes 
for one night, several days or for a few 
weeks. 

The charity provides emergency 
accommodation for young people through 
its Nightstop scheme. 

It recruits volunteer hosts who provide 
safe, temporary accommodation for young 
homeless people aged 16-25. The young 
people are referred from agencies that 
work with Depaul UK and aims to find a 
long-term solution to their housing needs. 

There are currently 28 hosts in and 
around the royal borough, but the charity 
is looking for more hosts to get involved 
with the scheme. 

Volunteers are asked to provide their 
guest with a bedroom, a meal, breakfast and 
washing facilities. They receive expenses, 
rent or support costs which vary from case 
to case. All hosts need two references and 
a doctors reference and are CRB checked. 
They receive two home visits (including 
health and safety checks) and at least 6 
hours training before being presented to a 
panel. Once approved they have access to 
Depaul UK’s 24 hour on-call support. 

Christine and husband Paul, from 
Eltham, have been hosts for the charity 
for a year. Christine told GT: “We wanted 
to be hosts because a friend of our 
daughter’s became homeless and we felt 
very concerned for her. It stayed with us 
that she was put in that situation, and we 
wanted to give something back in whichever 
way we could.” 

She added: “Our two daughters have left 
home and we have a four-bedroom house, 
so why not help those that need it? People 
told us it would be risky but the ‘guests’ are 
vetted, you get a lot of support and training 
to be hosts and there’s always someone at 
the end of a phone should you need it.” 

Carrie had a positive experience from 
the Nightstop project. She said: “I had a 
relationship breakdown with my mum, 
so required emergency accommodation 
after being thrown out. My host was an 
amazing woman who welcomed me into 
her home, she was great to talk to and not 
judgemental. 

“I was so worried that I would be 
sleeping on the streets, but being able to 
stay with her gave me a chance to relax 
and find permanent accommodation.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
